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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  Hon.  William  Allen,  Governor  of  Ohio : 

The  General  Assembly  by  act  of  April  20,  1874  (O.  L.,  Yol.  71, 
pp.  98-102),  entitled  “An  act  to  regulate  the  Ohio  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’ 
Orphans’  Home,  located  at  Xenia,  and  to  repeal  a  certain  act  therein 
named,”  provided  for  the  appointment  of  five  Trustees  for  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  such  Home.  Pursuant  to  appointment  and  the  call  of  the 
Governor,  the  Board  of  Trustees  met  at  the  Home  at  Xenia,  on  the 
1st  day  of  May  last,  and  organized  by  the  appointment  of  Durbin  Ward 
President,  and  Jacob  Haynes  Secretary,  and  after  consultation  adjourned 
without  choosing  a  Superintendent,  to  meet  again  on  the  15th  of  the 
same  month.  They  accordingly  met  and  appointed  Dr.  A.  E.  Jenner,  of 
Crawford  county,  as  Superintendent  of  the  Home  for  three  years,  and  he 
gave  boud  and  entered  upon  duties  accordingly.  And  now,  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  the  Board  has  tbe  honor  to  submit  their  annual  report,  as  re¬ 
quired  by  law. 

When  Dr.  Jenner  came  into  office  it  was  thought  proper  to  retain  in 
the  positions  they  then  occupied  the  matron,  teachers  and  cottage  man¬ 
agers,  and  generally  the  employes  then  at  the  Home,  and  few  changes 
were  therefore  made  under  the  new  administration. 

The  Board  construed  the  statute  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a 
steward  for  the  Home,  and  they  accordingly,  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Superintendent,  Dr.  Jenner,  appointed  Mr.  James  Hoyle,  of  Xenia,  as 
steward,  and  fixed  his  compensation  at  850  per  month. 

•  They  also,  on  a  like  nomination  of  the  Superintendent,  appointed  Dr. 
C.  B.  Jones,  of  Xenia,  physician  of  the  Home,  in  the  place  of  the  former 
physician,  and  with  the  same  salary.  His  report  to  the  Board  accom¬ 
panies  this,  and  is  transmitted  therewith. 

Under  the  old  organization,  the  funds  needed  for  the  use  of  the  Home 
were  paid  over  on  the  proper  vouchers  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  orders  were  drawn  on  him  for  the  funds.  When  the  pres¬ 
ent  Board  assumed  control,  considerable  sums  of  money  belonging  to  the 
respective  appropriations  had  been  drawn  and  were  in  the  hands  of  Eli 
Milieu,  Esq.,  of  Xenia,  treasurer  of  the  former  Managers. 

Xo  statute  pointed  out  in  what  way  this  money  was  to  be  drawn  out  of 
his  hands,  to  whom  he  should  pay  it,  nor  with  whom  he  should  settle. 
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The  present  Board  assumed  the  responsibility,  not  knowing  how  else  to 
solve  the  difficulty,  of  directing  him  to  pay  the  money  over  to  Dr.  Jenner, 
the  Superintendent,  and  we  required  Dr.  Jenner  to  charge  himself  with 
it,  and  account  for  it  as  funds  belonging  to  the  Home.  We  took  this 
course  because  the  present  law  makes  the  Superintendent  the  financial 
officer  of  the  Home,  and  requires  him  to  receive  and  expend,  under  the 
auditing  revision  of  the  Board,  the  moneys,  or  most  of  them,  appropriated 
for  the  use  of  the  Home.  The  report  of  Eli  Millen  as  such  treasurer  is 
herewith  transmitted.

For  some  time  after  the  entrance  of  the  new  Superintendent  on  his 

duties,  the  affairs  of  the  Home,  so  far  as  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Board,  seemed  to  move  smoothly  enough.  But  toward  the  close  of  the 
summer  rumors  of  certain  improprieties  on  his  pait  toward  the  female  in¬ 
mates  of  the  Home,  and  other  females  connected  therewith,  were  found 
by  the  Board  to  be  in  circulation,  and  they  soon  assumed  such  magnitude 
that  the  Board  thought  proper  to  have  them  investigated.  A  committee, 
consisting  of  General  J.  Warren  Keifer  and  Jacob  Haynes,  was  appointed 
to  make  inquiry  concerning  the  matter,  and  to  prefer  formal  charges 
against  the  Superintendent.  -Charges  in  writing  wer©  accordingly  re¬ 
ported  to  the  Board,  and  the  matter  was  fully  investigated.  A  month 
transpired  from  the  time  the  Board  took  its  first  action  till  the  matter 
was  brought  to  final  hearing.  The  Attorney-General  was  consulted  by 
the  Board,  and  gave  his  opinion  that  counsel  could  be  legally  employed 
by  the  State  to  conduct  the'  prosecution  on  behalf  of  the  Home.  A  copy 
of  the  correspondence  is  herewith  transmitted.  Judge  Hunger,  of  Xenia, 
was,  under  this  advice,  employed  and  appeared  for  the  Home;  and  dis¬ 
tinguished  counsel,  Hon.  J.  A.  McMahon  and - Neurth,  Esq.,  of 

Dayton,  and  Hon.  Moses  D.  Gatch  and  Charles  Darlington,  Esq.,  of 
Xenia,  appeared  for  Dr.  Jenner.  The  Board  sat  as  a  quasi  court,  and 
though  not  always  observing  the  strictness  of  legal  rules  as  to  pleading 
or  evidence,  required  ah  charges  to  be  in  writing,  and  all  testimony  to  be 
received  under  oath.  The  oral  testimony  of  about  forty  witnesses  was 
received,  and  after  a  week’s  investigation  the  case  was  ably  and  elab¬ 
orately  argued  on  both  sides.  Xo  record  of  the  testimony  taken  was 
made.  After  this  full  and  patient  hearing  the  case  went  to  the  Board 
for  decision.  But  before  any  final  action  was  taken  Dr.  Jenner  tendered 
his  resignation  as  Superintendent,  and  the  Board  at  once  accepted  it  and 
dismissed  the  charges  and  specifications  against  him.  The  Board  has 
not  thought  that  any  more  minute  report  of  the  charges  or  the  evidence 
is  required  to  be  made  public,  or  would  promote  the  ends  of  justice  or  the 
good  of  the  Home. 


On  the  morning  of  the  22d  of  October,  the  Superintendent  having  re¬ 
signed  the  previous  evening,  the  Board  placed  the  temporary  internal 
management  of  the  Home  under  the  control  of  the  Matron,  Mrs.  A.  A. 
Nelson,  a  lady  of  high  character  and  long  experience,  and  the  external 
affairs  under  the  like  superintendence  of  the  Steward,  Mr.  James  Hoyle, 
a  prompt  and  vigorous  executive  officer.  Under  this  arrangement  the 
Home  was  conducted  as  successfully  and  with  as  much  harmony  as  could 
have  been  expected  with  so  many  disturbing  elements  around  the  Man¬ 
agers.  But  it  is  due  to  justice  to  say  that  all  the  officers,  and  inmates 
even,  with  rare  exceptions,  behaved  with  a  decorum  and  high  sense  of 
duty  commanding  respect  and  confidence. 

The  Board  had  numerous  applications  for  the  vacant  superintendency, 
and  gave  the  subject  the  most  careful  reflection.  Many  worthy  appli¬ 
cants  were  recommended,  and  one  meeting  was  adjourned  over  to  con¬ 
sider  their  claims.  But  finally  the  Board  chose  as  superintendent  Hon. 
W.  P.  Kerr,  of  Granville,  Ohio,  a  gentleman  of  ripe  experience  and  ster¬ 
ling  character,  who  has  spent  nnny  years  as  n  teacher,  and  who,  it  is  be¬ 
lieved,  has  the  executive  ability  to  make  his  administration  a  success. 
This  appointment  was  made  on  the  17th  <  f  November,  but  as  Mr.  Kerr 
was  absent  on  business  in  Utah,  he  did  not  assu?me  the  office  and  enter 
on  its  duties  till  the  loth  of  December  last. 

This  unexpected  and  unfortunate  derangement  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Home  has  of  necessity  delayed  the  annual  report  of  the  Board. 

Accompanying  this  report  will  be  found  the  usual  tables  of  expendi¬ 
tures,  descriptive  rolls  of  inmates,  etc.  These  have  been  made  out  from 
the  books  of  the  Home  by  John  P.  Kellogg,  the  clerk  of  the  Home,  on 
whom  we  had  to  rely,  as  the  Superintendent  now  in  office  was  not  and 
could  not  be  acquainted  with  the  facts.  We  are  confident,  however,  Pom 
the  usual  accuracy- of  Mr.  Kellogg,  that  they  are  full  and  correct. 

As  the  new  law  required  a  change  in  the  administration  of  the  finan¬ 
cial  management  of  the  Home,  the  Board  began  by  remodeling  the  rules, 
regulations  and  by-laws  of  the  old  Board,  a  copy  of  which  altered  rules, 
etc.,  is  herewith  reported. 

It  being  made  by  the  statute  the  dmy  of  "he  Board  to  visit  the  Home 
monthly  and  examine  the  institution  and  the  accounts  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent,  and  he  being  required  to  balance  his  accounts  on  the  loth  of 
each  month  and  the  fiscal  year  ending  the  middle  of  November,  the  Board 
fixed  upon  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  loth  day  of  each  month,  when  the 
15th  did  not  fall  on  Tuesday,  as  the  time  of  their  monthly  meetings;  and 
for  the  same  reasons  the  accounts  of  the  Superintendent  are  reported  in 
months,  each  ending  the  loth  day  of  the  month. 


Dr.  Griswold,  the  Former  Superintendent,  went  out  on  the  15th  of  May? 
and  his  accounts  closed  with  that  date  ;  and  the  accounts  of  Dr.  Jenner, 
then  beginning,  practically  closed  on  the  15th  of  October,  on  which  day 
his  accounts,  as  then  rendered,  were  audited  and  approved.  But  during 
the  interregnum  from  that  time  to  the  close  of  the  year  the  accounts  were 
carried  forward  by  James  Hoyle,  the  steward,  though  not  actually  passed 
on  and  approved  by  the  Board  until  the  December  meeting,  when  they 
were  audited,  after  having  received  the  formal  signature  of  the  uew  Su¬ 
perintendent,  Hon.  W.  P.  Kerr.  This  course  was  pursued  as  complying 
more  nearly  with  the  letter  of  the  statute  than  any  other  method  we 
could,  under  the  embarrassing  circumstances,  adopt.

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  have  been  three  different  administrations 
at  the  Home  during  the  year,  reports  may  be  less  systematic  than  for¬ 
merly,  but  we  believe  the  several  reports  will  show  fully  all  the  facts 
needed  to  exhibit  the  past  pmd  present  condition  of  the  Home. 
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Under  that  clause  of  the  law  requiring  the  Board  to  advertise  for  sealed 
bids  for  articles  needed  for  the  use  of  the  institution,  where  the  article 
needed  exceeds  ia  one  year  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  the  Board 
have  not  been  able  to  find  articles  capable  of  being  practically  so  classi¬ 
fied  as  to  fall  within  the  provision,  with  economy  to  the  insti cution,  except 
in  the  two  cases  of  coal  and  fresh  meats,  though  further  experience  may 
enable  them  to  add  flour,  coffee,  and  perhaps  other  articles,  to  the  list. 
But  the  perishable  nature  and  fluctuating  price  in  the  market  of  most 
articles  of  supplies,  together  with  the  difficulty  of  distinguishing  qualities 
and  kinds,  makes  the  application  of  the  provision  not  only  of  doubtful 
utility,  but  often  practically  impossible.  How  can  shoes  be  bought  by 
the  hundred  pairs,  where  sizes  and  qualities  so  differ?  and  how  can 
calicos  be  bought  by  the  hundred  yards,  when  the  textures  and  the  pat¬ 
terns  are  so  much  to  be  determined  by  personal  taste  and  selection  ?  The 
Board  will,  however,  use  ail  the  aids  of  observations  and  experience  in 
the  future  to  add  as  many  articles  as  possible  to  the  list  of  those  to  be  pur¬ 
chased  by  contract  under  sealed  bids.  The  only  contract  entered  into 
by  the  Board  is  that  for  furnishing  coal,  with  J.  A.  Simon,  and  for  furn¬ 
ishing  fresh  meats,  with  J.  F.  Eyler. 

The  Board  of  Managers  uuder  the  old  organization  refused  to  allow  a 
claim  of  Dunn  &  Witt,  of  Cincinnati,  under  a  building  contract ;  and  the 
present  Board  of  Trustees,  recognizing  their  action  as  final  and  binding 
on  them,  declined  to  ope®  the  account,  and  thereupon  Dunn  &  Witt  sued 
out  an  alternative  mandamus  in  the  Supreme  Court  against  the  present 
Board.  An  answer  has  been  fiied  deny  ing  the  justice  of  the  claim,  and 
the  matter  is  still  pending,  undecided,  in  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  Board  feel  constrained  to  suggest  that  the  act  of  April  last  be  so 
amended  as  to  require  less  frequent  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  an  in- 
crease  of  the  amount  to  be  drawn  by  the  Superintendent  at  one  time  for 
current  expenses,  as  the  present  amount  of  three  thousand  dollars  is  never 
sufficient  for  one  month.  To  gratuitously  give  up  twelve  working  days 
at  least— -and  it  will  generally  require  from  twenty  to  thirty  for  those 
living  distant  from  the  Home — is  a  considerable  tax  on  the  time  of  the 
Trustees,  without,  it  is  believed,  affording  corresponding  benefit  to  the 
Home. 

The  Board  feel  bound  also,  with  much  deference,  to  suggest  that  such 
efficient  means  be  taken  as  may  be  prompted  by  the  wisdom  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  and  the  Legislature  to  furnish  to  the  inmates  of  the  Home  suitable 
employment,  to  train  and  fit  them  for  useful  and  profitable  industrial 
avocitions  when  they  quit  the  Home  and  go  out  into  the  world.  Every 
man  and  woman  ought  to  be  fitted  to  earn,  if  need  be,  a  livelihood,  and 
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any  education  or  training  is  fatally  defective  which  does  not  accomplish 
that  end.

OPINION  OF  THE  ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

Xenia,  Ohio,  September  19,  1874. 

General  J.  Warren  Keifer,  Springfield ,  Ohio  : 

Dear  Sir:  Yours  of  the  16th  inst.  awaited  my  return  from  Columbus 
last  night. 

You  submit  these  inquiries  relative  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Ohio  Soldiers9  and  Sailors’  Orphans’  Home,  etc.,  to  wit : 

1st.  “  Has  the  Board  the  power  to  employ  and  pay  a  reasonable  com¬ 
pensation  to  a  competent  person  to  conduct  an  investigation  against  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Home,  after  formal  charges  are  prepared  and  filed 
against  him,  which  involve  his  qualification  and  fitness  to  hold  his  posi¬ 
tion?” 

2d.  “  If  your  answer  to  the  above  question  is  in  the  negative,  is  there 
any  officer  known  to  the  law  whose  duty  will  require  him  to  attend  to 
such  an  investigation  before  the  Board?” 

(1).  The  statute  invests  the  Board  with  power  to  remove  any  officer  or 
employe  of  the  Home  at  “pleasure”  except  the  Superintendent,  who  they 
can  remove  only  for  certain  specified  causes.  When  charges  are  duly 
made  against  him  involving  any  of  these  causes,  it  unquestionably  be¬ 
comes  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  investigate  them,  and  the  authority  to 
use  the  means  reasonably  within  reach  necessary  to  such  investigation 
may  be  exercised.  If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  it  be  necessary  to 
the  investigation,  and  the  charges  be  of  such  a  nature  as  to  warrant  it, 
they  may,  in  my  opinion,  employ  and  reasonably  compensate  a  suitable 
person  for  the  purpose  indicated. 

But  I  may  be  permitted  to  add,  such  investigations  should,  in  my 
judgment,  be  conducted  by  the  Board  and  without  such  employment, 
when  it  is  at  all  possible  for  them  to  do  so. 

(2.)  Your  second  interrogatory  is  answered  in  the  negative. 

The  Attorney-General  is,  by  law,  made  the  legal  adviser  of  your  Board, 
but  his  duty  would  not  require  his  attendance  at,  and  prosecution  of,  such 
an  investigation.

During  the  year  quite  a  number  of  non-contagious  diseases  have  been 
treated  at  the  cottages.  The  health  of  the  institution  is  now  equal  to 
that  of  the  surrounding  country  and  adjoining  towns,  if  not  better,  with 
the  exception  of  sore  eyes,  which  are  mostly  of  a  granular  form,  and 
yield  very  readily  to  treatment,  considering  the  nature  of  the  cases,  as 
there  are  at  this  time  but  sixteen  under  treatment.  At  the  present  time 
there  are  four  cases  in  the  hospital  other  than  those  of  ophthalmia — one  • 
of  burn,  one  of  phthisis,  one  of  typhoid  lever,  and  one  of  rheumatism.
